FOR THE SECRETARY FROM ROBERT S. INGERSOLL 

OVER LUNCHEON WITH BILL CLEMENTS, I PURSUED A NUMBER OF 
ISSUES ON WHICH WE NEED DOD SUPPORT. IN PARTICULAR, 

WE TALKED PANAMA AND CLEMENTS PROMISED TO GET HIS 
PEOPLE WORKING QUICKLY AND CREATIVELY ON UNILATERAL 
ACTIONS THAT WILL BE HELPFUL TO TORRIJOS. HE ALSO 
AGREED TO INSTRUCT HIS LEGISLATIVE LIAISON OFFICERS TO 
WORK CLOSELY WITH H IN INFLUENCING THE HOUSE CONFEREES 
ON THE SNYDER AMENDMENT. 

I TALKED WITH ROG MORTON ABOUT A TUNA FISHING TECHNICALITY 
BEING PUSHED BY NO A A WHICH COULD CREATE PROBLEMS FOR OUR 
EFFORTS TO DEVELOP TUNA REGIMES ON A MULTILATERAL BASIS. 
MORTON AGREED TO GET INVOLVED AND HOPEFULLY WILL GET 
HIS STAFFERS UNDER CONTROL. 
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ALSO DURING THE DAY: SMALL GROUP MEETING AND DINNER WITH 
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CONGRESSMAN ANDERSON. 

TOMORROW: LUNCHEON WITH HUNGARIAN AMBASSADOR AND CALL BY 
ITALIAN AMBASSADOR GAJA ON THE TRIESTE QUESTION. 

FROM SISCO: 

I ATTENDED THE DEPUTY SECRETARY'S MEETING THIS MORNING 
AND THEN CONFERRED WITH H ON THE TURKISH EMBARGO 
ISSUE. I MADE SEVERAL CALLS TO CONGRESSMEN TO ENLIST 
SUPPORT FOR THE ADMINISTRATION'S POSITION ON THIS ISSUE. 

I ALSO DISCUSSED WITH MONROE LEIGH THE LEGAL ASPECTS OF 
THE MEMORANDA OF AGREEMENT WITH ISRAEL AND TALKED TO 
SENATOR JAVITS REGARDING THE VOTE ON THE U.S. PROPOSAL 
IN SINAI. 

I DEPARTED IMMEDIATELY AFTER LUNCH FOR NEW YORK TO 
ATTEND DINNER FOR THE ARAB LEAGUE TONIGHT AND OTHER 
BILATERALS WITH YOU. 


FROM UNDER SECRETARY ROBINSON.(9/29/75) 

I ATTENDED THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE ECONOMIC 
POLICY BOARD MEETING WHICH WAS HELD IN EXECUTIVE SESSION 
WE FIRST DISCUSSED THE DISC. IT WAS DECIDED THAT THE 
ADMINISTRATION SHOULD CLARIFY ITS POSITION AS BEING IN 
SUPPORT OF THIS EXPORT EXPANSION MECHANISM. 

WE ALSO DISCUSSED THE US-USSR GRAIN NEGOTIATIONS, 
ESPECIALLY THE ESCAPE CLAUSE PROVISION IN THE PROPOSED 
AGREEMENT. ALTHOUGH THERE IS SOME CONTINUING OPPOSITION, 
IT WAS AGREED THAT I COULD PROCEED WITH THE IDEA THAT 
THE ESCAPE CLAUSE SHOULD APPLY TO ALL GRAINS, NOT JUST 
WHEAT AND CORN. THIS SHOULD BE MORE ACCEPTABLE TO THE 
USSR. THE NEWSPAPER REPORTS THAT THE POLES ARE SEEKING 
AND THE USDA WOULD BE NEGOTIATING A LONG-TERM GRAIN 
SALES AGREEMENT WERE ALSO DISCUSSED. I EXPRESSED 
OPPOSITION TO ANY FIRM COMMITMENTS OF THIS KIND. 
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SECRETARY BUTZ ARGUED THAT SUCH AN AGREEMENT WOULD NOT 
BE A TREATY BUT ONLY A GENERAL UNDERSTANDING. I VIEW 
THIS AS A POTENTIAL PROBLEM AND WE SHOULD WATCH FOR ANY 
END RUNS BY USDA IN THIS AREA. SECRETARY BUTZ ALSO 
URGED THAT THE MORATORIUM ON POLISH GRAIN SALES BE ENDED 
EARLY. THIS WAS LEFT UP IN THE AIR BUT THERE MAY BE AN 
INTERAGENCY REVIEW OF THE ISSUE LATER THIS WEEK. WE 
ALSO DISCUSSED THE SALE OF RICE AND SOY BEANS AND THE 
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MOUNTING PRESSURE BY FARMERS TO ALLOW SALES OF THESE 
COMMODITIES TO BE MADE TO THE SOVIET UNION IN ADVANCE OF 
THE MID-OCTOBER REASSESSMENT PERIOD. I REQUESTED THAT 
SUCH A DECISION BE HELD UP UNTIL AFTER THIS ROUND OF 
NEGOTIATIONS. HOWEVER. THERE WAS NO FINAL CONCLUSION 
AND THIS ISSUE COULD COME TO A HEAD SHORTLY, PERHAPS 
WHILE I AM IN MOSCOW. 

I MET WITH SENATORS SPARKMAN AND CASE PER YOUR 
AUTHORIZATION. A SEPARATE REPORT IS BEING MADE BY H. 

I MET WITH TOM ENDERS TO DISCUSS ORGANIZATION AND 
PROCEDURES FOR PREPCON II.

AFTER ATTENDING BOB INGERSOLL’S STAFF MEETING. I MET 
WITH JOHN NORTON MOORE AND OTHERS TO DISCUSS A WIDE RANGE 
OF LOS AND FISHERIES ISSUES, INCLUDING POSSIBLE MEASURES 
FOR AVOIDING SERIOUS CONFRONTATION WITH ECUADOR DURING 
THE NEXT TUNA SEASON (JANUARY-FEBRUARY) AND THE POSSI- 
BILITY OF AN INSURANCE SCHEME TO PROTECT OUR DEEP SEABED 
MINERS PENDING CONCLUSION OF A LOS TREATY. WE WILL BE 
STUDYING THE LATTER IN DETAIL. 

A PRELIMINARY REPORT ON THE RESULTS OF THE ICNAF 
(INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION ON NORTHWEST ATLANTIC FISHERIES) 
SESSION WHICH JUST CONCLUDED IN MONTREAL INDICATES THAT OUR 
NEW TOUGH POSITION ON FISHERIES, INITIALLY ANNOUNCED IN 
YOUR MONTREAL SPEECH, IS GETTING RESULTS. WE WILL GIVE 
YOU A COMPLETE REPORT SEPARATELY, BUT THE RESULTS INCLUDE 
PREFERENCES FOR US FISHERMEN AND SIGNIFICANTLY REDUCED 
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FOLLOWING UP ON A TELEPHONE CONVERSATION FROM BOB 
INGERSOLL TO ROGERS MORTON INDICATING OUR CONCERN, I MET 
WITH WHITE, BREWER AND WALLACE OF COMMERCE, AND RIDGEWAY, 
OXMAN.AND OTHERS TO DISCUSS COMMERCE'S PROPOSAL TO 
AUTHORIZE THE SUSPENSION OF CERTAIN ENFORCEMENT REGULA- 
TIONS APPLICABLE TO US TUNA FISHERMEN. WHITE HAS 
COMMITTED TO CONGRESSMAN LEGGETT AND THE TUNA INDUSTRY 
TO PUBLISH THESE PROPOSED REGULATIONS. WE ARE ATTEMPTING 
TO FIND SOME OTHER WAY TO SATISFY LEGGETT. 

I ALSO MET WITH A DELEGATION OF REPRESENTATIVES FROM 
THE AEROSPACE INDUSTRIES ASSOCIATION TO DISCUSS THE 
DEPARTMENT S AUGUST 25 NOTICE IN THE FEDERAL REGISTER OF 
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PROPOSED RULEMAKING ON THE SUBJECT OF CONTINGENT AGENTS 
FEES IN INTERNATIONAL COMMERCIAL ARMS SALES. THE ASSOCIA- 
TION REPRESENTATIVES ARE STRONGLY OPPOSED TO ADOPTION OF 
DISCLOSURE POLICY WE CURRENTLY HAVE UNDER CONSIDERATION. 

THE MEETING ENDED ON AN AMICABLE NOTE AFTER WE MADE CLEAR 
THAT DEPARTMENT HAS NOT REACHED ANY FINAL DECISION ON 
POLICY TO BE ADOPTED. 

I ALSO DISCUSSED YOUR FY 1976 FMS CREDIT AND MAP ' 

MILITARY TRAINING DECISION ON CHILE WITH AMOS IORDAN, 

PRINCIPAL DEPUTY OF ISA (DEFENSE). HE AGREED WITH OUR 
POSITION. INGERSOLL 
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
